Ross Kingdon-RCNA 2018 
Free Wood of the Month of April 2019 






This month's wood is Ross Kingdon’s, issued at the occasion of the 2018 RCNA convention 
held in Mississauga ON . 

The obverse of the wood shows the word"Canadian’, a maple leaf , Ross’s name and “Grand 
Valley, On.” and Wooden 5¢ Nickel” all in Red. The present wood’s reverse bears the common 
2018 RCNA convention design, the iconic Avro Arrow, printed in blue, with black writing. 


For those who, like me, the editor, wanted to know where Grand Valley is located, | cite WIK- 
IPEDIA: The Town of Grand Valley (formerly The Township of East Luther Grand Valley), 
(from editor; located approximately 60 kms north of Guelph ON, or 112 kms north west of To- 
ronto ON) is a township in the Canadian province of Ontario, composed of the former Town 
Ship of East Luther and the former Village of Grand Valley. The township is located with- 
in Dufferin County, and includes part of the Luther Marsh. The marsh covers over 10,000 
acres (40 km?) including Luther Lake. The Grand River is one of the major sites in the town. 


The formation of the town under the name Township of East Luther Grand Valley was a result 
of an amalgamation effective January 1, 1995 of the Township of East Luther and the Village of 
Grand Valley. In September 2012, the name was changed to the Town of Grand Valley. Grand 
Valley was damaged by an F4 tornado on May 31, 1985 that destroyed much of the town's in- 
frastructure, which has since been rebuilt.

One of the joys of collecting tokens and wooden nickels to obtain a token that is still in use. 


This year just before leaving for the Coin convention in Toronto | saw a wooden nickel for Crystal 
Beach, Ontario. The vendor was asking $20 plus $5 shipping. Although | am frequently in Crystal 
Beach | had not heard of this token so | had a friend check it out. She advised the token is still in 
use every Thursday night and costs $5 and is good for a drink at a weekly concert and food truck 
fair. On the way to the convention we spent time in Fort Erie which is close to Crystal Beach. We 
stopped at the food fair and picked up several tokens at a cost of $5 each. | talked to the vendor 
and attempted to get a reduced price for a volume purchase but was not successful even though | 
argued the tokens would never be redeemed.

(other co-owner was husband, John Glenn), | found that they, » <f===s5s - 
in 2005, had asked a local guy to make them a “bunch” of ad- SNS - 
vertising tokens for their store. The tokens were to be made 
from a set of Caribou antlers they had acquired. 
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Well, after much prompting and cajoling, late in 2006, twenty tokens were produced and 
delivered. Then, all production ceased, as the local guy’s production dropped to zero, his promis- 
es melted away, and any integrity he might have had “evaporated”, as did the balance of the Cari- 
bou antlers! So only twenty tokens were ever made! 


The majority of the twenty tokens were of the larger size (See below), e.g. between 33—38 mm or 
1-9/8 — 1-1/2inches. There were also some smaller ones too, e.g. 22 — 24 mm or 3/4—7/8 inch- 
es. | was fortunate to be able to obtain a copy of each size. 


The date on the tokens (2004) is the year the Glenn’s opened their Whitehorse store (March, to 
be exact). They closed up the business and moved to Edmonton at the end of August, 2007. 


An interesting token with an interesting back-story! 


Judy Blackman note:s It’s important to understand that Caribou doesn’t have to be killed for one 
to possess its antlers, as the Caribou “sheds” them. Caribou antlers are very large and made of 
“true bone”. They grow on the male and female, the antlers of male caribou are larger. Early 
each winter the antlers of the males fall off and the whole process begins again the next season. 
The females don’t lose their antlers until after they give birth.
